A. J. Olney, potato specialist at the 
College of Agriculture. Hie Bnll 
Moose. Oren Mountain and Rural Rns- 
settt varieties, such as Irish Cobbler 
and E^rly Ohio, can be planted as late 
as August 1 or even lat^ it grown tOr 
seed, he said. 

Planting the spuds ma piece of soil 
that has not grown potatoes for two 
or three years has been found to be a 
good practiee in increasing the aver- 
age yiSld. mt lessens the possibility 
ot the potatoes becoming scabby. It 
Is advisable to ploy the land and do 
the lAttial jharrowlng at least two 
weeks beCo^' i^nflng thne. 

In order to allow the tnbers to get 
into growing conditions, the seea 
Hhould be taken off storage about two 
weeks before i-lantinp. The best seed 
pieces are mediuin sized and free from 
scurg and scab. H'>.'^kinK the seed for 
from one and one-hulf to two hours 
before it is cut in a solution made of 
four ounces <jt corrosive sublimate 
and 30 galhms ot water mixed in any- 
thing but a metal container, is sn ex- 
tra praeantloit against these dtsaases. 
Care is aeeessary ia haadliag the solu- 
tion as epmBSife-auMlBMte is a dead- 
ly poiaon. 

ANer the peed is dried, it abopld be 
cut Into bleeky pieces having one or 
two strong eyes and as much potato 
with them as possible. In planting, it 
Is well to remember that froehly 
manurpd ground is apt to encourage 
the grnuth of scab. 

Tests hav shown that it Is best to 
drop on ssd piece In a place and to 
•pace the piooes about ten to 14 iochss 
apart Vteai the time that the pleats 
first eooM threagk aatU the tops corer 
the imnd, they shMdd bs Uvea tbor>
